he was

tui'ning his hand to many trades. In

Lufberry discovered 
for

first 
time that he was an .-Vmerican when 
he attempted to enlist with Pourpo at 
the outbreak of the war and was re- 
jected on account of liis nationality. 
He was finally permitted to go to the 
front as Pottrpe's mechanic. 
The avi- 
ator was killed .shortly afterward and 
Lufberry swore to avenge 
him.

importtined the French authorities for 
permission to be trained as a pilot and 
his request was finally granted. 
His 
first three 
German 
niachlnes were 
brought down within ten days. 
Since 
the date mentioned in the Legion of 
Honor certificate 
Sergeant 
Lufberry 
has destroyed a seventh German ma- 
chine, as reported in a dispatch from 
Paris on February 9.

The concluding p a r a g r a p h s of the 
statement, pledging labor's support to 
the nation follow: 


"We, the officers of the National and 
International Trade Union of America, 
in national conference assembled 
in 
the capital of our nation, hereby pledge 
ourselves in peace or In war, in stress 
or in storm, to stand unreservedly by 
the standards of liberty and the safety 
and preservation of the institutions and 
ideals of our republic. 


"In this solemn hour of our nation's 
life, it is our earnest hope that our re- 
public m a y be safeguarded in its ijn- 
s'werving desire for peace, that 
our 
people may be spared the hori-oi-s and

In its inquiry into the cost of mining 
antlu-acite in the report which will soon 
be issued the commission has obtained 
detailed information on the costs of com- 
panies which mined in 1916 abou6 76 per 
cent of the total production of anthra- 
cite. 


What Records Show. 


"This information," says the commis- 
sion, "obtained directly from the records 
of the companies referred to indicates no 
increase in average cost in the last four 
months of 1916 and further indicates an 
actual decrease of cost in the cases of 
some of the companies whose cost 
ot 
production is high. 


"Judging from 
the tonnage produced 
in January, 1917, there is no reason to 
believe that costs thus far in 1917 would 
materially change the average shown by 
the figures compiled from September to 
December, 1916. 
Therefore, 
it is the 
opinion of the commission that further 
increases in circular prices this spring 
by failure to grant the customary dis- 
counts could not be justified on the basis 
of increased cost. 


A Timely Warning. 


"The commissiion 
makes this state- 
ment in advance of its forthcoming re- 
ports, because it is a matter of vital in- 
terest to the public that no unjustifiable 
increase in the price be made. 


"This statement docs not refer to the 
increase in circular prices of all anthra-

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BATES OF SUBSCBIPTIONS. 
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A Matter to Know About. 


It diOTild Iiave ceased by this time to perplex any citizen of -In- 
fflana what his attitude had been toward a new constitution before the 
legislature provided for that event. There is to be a constitutional 
ConventiQU. That body, which will convene less than a year hence, 
will frame a new structure of fundamental law for the state. Under 
that law every person in the state will have to live, every interest in 
iSifl state will have to move, should the people adopt it. 


It must, therefore, be the desire of every intelligent citizen of the 
fftate that the new constitution shall be the best that the wisdom of 
the convention can put together. Sound assurance can be had that 
otit of the convention will come a good constitution if the citizens of 
Indianaa will begin at once to address themselves to consideration of 
two vital concerns in connection with the purpose. One is that they 
shall determine what they want that constitution to eml)ody and the 
other is that they shall choose capable and faithful delegates to do the 
work. The gr^at body of the people of the state want a constitution 
that will create and maintain better conditions than those luider 
which they now live. The vast majority want to ride no hobbies into 
the constitution. They want a rational, sound and progressive basic 
law. To take security for getting what they want, the great majority 
of the people must have a direct and lively interest in what the state 
is now about. They must enlighten themselves as to the shortcomings 
of the present constitution and as to the ways in which it best may be 
improved upon in a new one that they must ratify. If the mass of the 
people neglect such an interest in the work, they may be sure that the 
few who hold radical opinions and the other few who ride hobbies will 
not let their opportunities go by default. Every citizen ought to in- 
terest himself at once and earnestly in the constitutional convention 
and in the delegates who are to be chosen to seats in it. 


There will be held next Sunday in this city a mass meeting of cit- 
izaas whose purpose is to institute a forum for the purpose of discuss- 
ing^ and promoting wise measures that the new constitution ought to 
embrace. It is a movement of sound import and should enlist the in- 
terest of every citizen of Fort WajTie. Occasional discussions will 
bring enlightenment, understanding and agreement upon the living 
qijestiona that the framers of the new constitution will have to exam- 
""iKi and diBpose of and will make easier the choice of a delegate to 
r^reient these citizens and their principles as it will also render the 
obligation of the delegate plainer and his course easier to pursue in 
tlw convention. It will enable these citizens to follow the body with 
intelligence a n d appreciation and prepare them to claim a proper 
l i e K d n g i 
f the fate of their interests in the. convention should demand 
ftliMring. 


It is a duty bearing upon every citizen to lend his interest and his 
bpinlozut to the euccassful conclusion of the convention's labors. This 
duty falls equally upon those who in the first place were opposed to a 
jbOQ-Tention and those who demanded a convention. To repeat, that 
coarention has been determined upon. It will be held. Its work will 
go to the people for approval. Its work should be such as a majority 
of the people will be ready to approve. Every citizen can help to make 
it fo by a forehanded interest in the matter. The proposed forum of- 
ferp the best and readiest means for exchange of opinions. Join it.

"The coirporations which 
seek to borrow money upon the credit 
of the cities they rob and which cap- 
italize every necessity of the citizens, 
knows no patriotism." 


"When the call comes to follow the 
Pag and our brave Ijoys march away 
behind the fife and drum these bloated 
interests will try to boost prices be- 
cause of public needts. 
They have no 
ether spirit than thait of making divi- 
dends. 
They are the personification 
of that .spirit which, declared itself in 
Newcastle after the tornado

certain grocery 
keepers in our Indiana city. 


"Just as the stares 
of 
Newcastle

Lawrence River and the smallest of the Cana- 
dian provinccB, makes fox raising there ex- 
ceedingly profitable. 
The absence of mineral3 
in the is)and allows the furs to grow to the 
hlfhe3t grade. 


One poor t r a p f w already has become a mil- 
lionaire and been given a British title because 
he realized the possibilities of engaging in a 
business of this kind, and there are more than 
100 men 
in tox farming on the little 


island today. 
All of them are making fortunes. 


The fur of the sUver fox is undisputedly one 
of the most valuablr» nelts to be obtained. 
The 
tar buyers know rt, and the girls and women 
who wear the furs know it. They pay the prices 
•ccordingly. 
Time was when the fur-buying 


public depended solely upon the trappers to fur- 
nish these much-sought furs, but the pelts ob- 
tained in this way were more than likely to be- 
come damaged and bruised by the steel Jawa of 
tlie traps. 
So breeding the sliver fox was de- 
cided upon as the only method of preventing 
this and enjoying larger profits with fewer ex- 
penditures of energy, time and money. 


The story of how an unimportant, dangerous 
and almost profitless calling has come to be a 
recognized business of the world and the chief 
industry of the little island, was told by Chester 
McClure, sales manager of 
the 
Sliver 
Fox 
Breeders' Association of Prince Edward Island. 


Improving TTpon Nature. 
•»»HE answer to the old question—can man 
* 
improve to anjr great 
extent 
upon 
the 
works and methods of Dame Nature—Is In the 
aflflrmatlve in at least this one branch of her 
work, a branch which Is directly associated 
v/ith St. Louis and has gained for St. LK>uis In- 
ternational recognition ae the foremost of the 
world's cities'as a component factor In making 
that work a success. 


Botanists and naturalists, of course, will deny 
that man can improve upon nature, but the 


best proof of the success of an enterprise of 
this kind lies in the length of iime it will re- 
sist the problems and discouragements which 
come with time, and the recognition it will re- 
ccix e at the hands of others. 


Thirty-one years ago, according to McClure, 
a poor hunter and trapper of Prince Edward 
Island, named Charlee Dalton, devoted his time 
with that of others of his ilk, to trapping the 
silver fox and less valuable animals which wan- 
dered into their snares. 
For reasons unknown 
to them at that time, the species of silver fox 
which they caught in the island were unex- 
celled In value by any that they had ever before 
seen, although, unfortunately, too few of them 
were to be had because of the fox's cunning in 
avoiding the traps. 


After several years of almost profltless busi- 
ness, Dalton at last conceived the plan of im- 
proving upon Nature's methods of supplying 
valuable fur-bearing foxes, and hia plan wai 
so successfully copied by other trappers that it 
is at present a millionaire's vocation and he is 
today Sir Charles Dalton. 


One day, according to the story being handed 
down In Prince Edward, Dalton captured two 
exceptionally 
splendid 
types of 
black 
silver 
fox, large and with handsome pelts. 
Believing 
that the then popular fur of the silver fox 
would continue to remain In popularity with the 
feminine element of the world, he determined to 
start a farm for breeding these animals and 
hoped by cross-breeding to obtain more beau- 
tiful furs than those which 
these 
two rare 
species possessed.

Island Devoted to Fox Farming. 


^AL.T0N kept the two beaets In captivity an« 
experimented upon them 
with 
dltCereat 
kinds of foods and other things incident to the 
life of the fox. Their iuue were sold for fabu- 
lous figures to others, who resolved to duplicate 
Dalton'R methods, and the eelfsame island upon 
which this experiment was hatched today is 
devoted aUnoat exclusively to 
a 
recognized 
buRlneee which has been made possible because 
Dalton's prophecy that the faaclnatlon of the 
women and girls of the world for the fur of the 
silver fox would not wane, has come true. 


The breeders have established an organization 
known as the Silver Fox Breeders' Association 
of Prince Edward Island for the purpose of co- 
operating in bringing their business to a suc- 
cessful termination by the exchange of expert- 
ences and successful methods. 
The organisa- 
tion is not a trust, according to McClure, for 
the breeders do not fix their prices, but rely 
instead upon the spirited bidding of the fur 
buyers at the auctions In St. 
Louis for the 
amount of their remuneration. 


Those fox farms of Princer Edward are similar 
to the chicken farms which thrive throughout 
Missouri. 
Science and care intermingle there 
with experience in an effort to produce a fur 
which will be acknowledged even by naturalists 
to be better than. the best of those brought 
forth when Nature alone controlled the Industry. 


The island houses more than 100 farms where 
from two to twenty pairs of breeding foxes are 
kept. 
The proprietors of these farms, who re- 
ceive between $760 and $2500 for a single fur, 
according to its merits, still are intent to pro- 
icure yet bettor pelts. 


The conditions surrounding the farms are re- 
duced ae near as Is possible to the wild state 
of the fox's habitat. 
The farms are squatted 
about the Island In spots where undergrowth 
and Bhrubbery are thickest, so the animals may 
be given an opportunity to nose about their In« 
closure and not feel that they are In miniature 
St. Helenaa 
^ 


Inside the Inclosure is » kennel with puszle 
passages leading Into burrows into the ground 
where the mother may retire to bear her young. 
Silver foxes bear when they are a year old and 
continue until tliey are between 6 and 8 years 
old. 
The annual Utter of foxlings is from two 
to eight animals. 


The fi;eding of these fox-kittens as they are 
; called, is an interesting and expensive proposi- 
tion. 
Indeed, the cost of their upkeep, after 
they have been weaned, rivals with that of the 
$75 a day Astor baby. 


And, as has been said before, it Is the very 
lack of minerals in the soil that makes these 
young gold mines a paying investment. 
Youns 
foxes who are bubbling over with vigor and 
sprjTiess love to burrow in the ground, and if 
there is anything outside of mange that is more 
injurious to furs, it is minerals, and particular- 
ly alkali, which burns the pelt, according to Mc- 
Clure.

One Fair Erin^ ^25,000. 


• T is indeed refreshing to mmgle with the fox 
* 
breeders at the big International fur sales 
and heai them discuss prices and talk about 
$1600 like they were that many cents. But sell- 
ing the skins is the most enjoyable part of tho 
whole business, and It must not be forgotten 
that the enterprise Is not devoid of expense. 


A good pair of breeding foxes cost almost as 
much as thirty of a litter of less valuable ani- 
mals are worth in furs. 
A pair of foxes for 
breeding recently brought $25,000 to a lucky 
breeder, so It will be seen that fox raising is 
like golo. mining in many respects, even to the 
part of taking a chance. 


In addition to the cares exercised to insure 
correct feeding, the point of exercise is nc>t 
overlooked. 
Besides chasing each other about, 
the foxes are frequently given live rabbits, and 
these they chase until the unfortunate bunny 
either drops from exhaustion or is captured by 
fox cunning. 
The rabbit chase greatly resem- 
bles a litter of kittens chasing a mouse which 
their mother has captured and given them and 
which they kill after amusing themselves. 


Virtually every one of the 450 silver fox skins 
sold at the last fur auction in St. Louis, came 
from foxes whose ancestry could, in many In- 
stances, be traced back to foxes' in the wild 
state 100 years ago, said McClure. 
Nearly all 
of them are descended from the two captured 
thirty-one years ago by Sir Charles Dalton. The 
foxes, therefore, have their best families, oldest 
families and exclusive sets and all that sort of 
thing. Just as do humans. 
The pedigree of 
each foxling is registered as a standard-bred 
class, and the buyer of every fur is given a 
duplicate of this record.

Rev. Adolf A. Berle. widely 
known as a lecturer on educational 
topics, and declared tnat the doctrine 
lie preached "means the murder of 
our sons and the dishonor of our 
women." 


General Wood had addressed the

asked for a second hearing after Dr. 
Berle had arraigned the advocates of 
compulsory military service and as- 
serted that 
within three 
months' 


training he could "hold his own with 
any officer In the field." 


Dr. Berle had said that prepared- 


ness had bocn "harped upon by every 
secretary of war for thirty years and 
added that he saw no reason to be- 
come hysterical and attempt to organ- 
izoe an army in fifteen minutes larger 
than the Prussian army before the 
war, 
which required 100 years to per- 


fect.

General 
W o o d ' s 
reappearance 


brought the diners to their feet with 
cheers. 


"Of course we want volunteer serv- 


ice, just as we want voluntary moral- 
ity, just as we want everything that Is 
good," asserted General Wood, "but 
none but a fool expects to get It." 


General Wood appealed to the wom- 


en present by saying: "The preceding 
speech is full o£ thoso principles which 
Insure the useless sacrifice of life, the 
death of our sons. It is wicked and 
an absurd doctrine, full of untruths 
and falsehoods."

you are."

Labor's Pledge of Loyalty. 


The concluding paragraphs ot the 


statement, pledging labor's support to 
the nation follow: 


"We, the officers of the National and 


International Trade Union of America, 
in national conference assembled In 
the capital of our nation, hereby pledge 
ourselves in peace or In war, in stress 
or in storm, to stand unreservedly by 
tho standards of liberty and the safety 
and preservation of the Institutions and 
ideals of our republic. 


"In this solemn hour of our nation's 


life, it is our earnest hope that our re- 
public may bo safeguarded In its un- 
swerving desire for peace, that our 
people may be spared the horrors and 
the burdens of war; that they may 
have tho opportunity to cultivate and 
develop th arts 
of peace, human 


brotherhood and a higher civilization. 


"But, 
despite all our endeavors and 


hopes, should our country be drawn 
into the maelstrom of the European 
conflict, we, with these Ideals of liberty 
and justice herein declared as the In- 
dispensable basis for national policies, 
offer our services to our country in 
every field of activity to defend, safe- 
guard and preserve tha republic of the 
United States of America against its 
enemies whomsoever they may be, and 
we call upon our fellow workers and 
fellow citizens in the holy name of 
labor, justice, freedom and humanity, 
to devotedly and patriotically give like 
service." 


Agreement Soon Reached. 


The statement was drafted by the 


executive council of the American 
Federation of Labor which submitted 
It to the delegates gathered here in 
response to a call from Samuel.Rom- 
pers, president, who presided at the 
conference. It had been thought that 
perhaps two or thrse days might lie 
required for discussion but the confer- 
ence finished its work in a few hours. 


Although meetings were executive, 


it was said later that only slight ob- 
jection wns voiced to certain passages 
in the original draft of the statement 
<ind that these were explained, the vote 
on adoption being without a dissent- 
ing voice. The statement opens with 
this declaration: 


"We speak for millions of Ameri- 


cans. We are not a sect. We are not 
a party. 
We represent the organlza-

"Judging from the tonnage produced 


in January, 1017, there is no reason to 
believe that costs thus far in 1917 would 
materially change tho average shown, by 
the figures compiled from September to 
December, 1910. 
Therefore, 
it is the 


opinion of the commission that further 
increases in circular prices this spring 
by failure to grant the customary dis- 
counts could not be justified on the basis 
of increased cost.

terest to the public that no unjustifiable 
increase in the price be mode. 


"This statement docs not refer to the

^Uana what his attitude had been toward a new constitution before the 
legislature provided for that event. There is to be a constitutional 
Convention. That body, which will convene less than a year hence, 
(irfll frame a new structure of fundamental law for the state. Under 
that law «rery penon in the state will have to live, every interest in 
the state win havj to move, should the people adopt it. 


It mutt, therefore, be the desire of every intelligent citizen of the 


•tate that the new constitution shall be the beat that the wisdom of 
the convention can put together. Sound assurance can be had that 
out of the convention will come a good constitution if the citizens of 
Indianaa will begin at once to address themselves to consideration of 
two vital concerns in connection with the purpose. One is that they 
shall determine what they want that constitution to embody and the 
other is that they shall choose capable and faithful delegates to do the 
work. The great body of the people of the state want a constitution 
that will create and maintain better conditions than those under 
which.they now live. The vast majority want to ride no hobbies into 
the constitution. They want a rational, sound and progressive basic 
law. To take security for getting what they want, the great majority 
of the people must have a direct and lively interest in what the state 
is now about They must enlighten themselves as to the shortcomings 
of the present constitution and as to the ways in which it best may be 
improved upon in a new one that they must ratify. If the mass of the 
people neglect such an interest in the work, they may be sure that the 
tew who hold radical opinions and the other few who ride hobbies will 
not let their opportunities go by default. Every citizen ought to in- 
tareit himself at once and earnestly in the constitutional convention 
and in the delegates who are to be chosen to seats in it. 


• There wfll be held next Sunday in this city a mass meeting of cit- 


ims whose purpose is to institute a forum for the purpose of discuss- 
ing and promoting wise measures that the new constitution.ought to 
embraoe. It ii a movement of sound import and should enlist the in- 
fWMt of every citizen of Fort Wayne. Occasional discussions will 
bring enlightenment, understanding and agreement upon the living 
qnesttoMi that the framers of the new constitution will have to exam- 
IB* and dispose of and will make easier the choice of a delegate to 
represent these cltieens and their principles as it will also render the 
obligation of the delegate plainer and his course easier to pursue in 
the convention. It will enable these citizens to follow the body with 
intelligence and appreciation and prepare them to claim a proper 
hearing If the fate of their interests in the convention should demand 
a hearing. 


It Is a duty bearing upon every citizen to lend his interest and his 


opinions to the successful conclusion of the convention's labors. This 
idnJy falls equally upon those who in the first place were opposed to a 
bonvention. and those who demanded a convention. To repeat, that 
convention has been determined upon. It will be held. Its work will 
go to the people for approval. Its work should be such as a majority 
of the peopls will be ready to approve. Every citizen can help to make 
it 80 by a forehanded interest in the matter. The proposed forum of- 
fers the best and readiest means for exchange of opinions. Join it 
The cost is nothing; the advantage is large. 


Strike Threat Again. 


The black shadow of a general railway strike has again fallen up- 


on the country. It comes at a time and into the presence of conditions 
that make it a far graver menace than it appeared in those latter days 
of August, when the whole influence of the government and at length 
the intervention of congress were employed to ward the land from the 
catastrophe that impended. 


Today the nation faces the menace of war. No one can say today 


what are to be the portents of tomorrow. It is a time of stress and 
peril. The country is not yet through a winter that for the burdens it 
has put upon every household in the land is without precedent. Pood 
and fuel have been difficult to procure at prices that only the woll to 
do could meet without a wince. Scarcities, whether natrual or made, 
still continue, and prices, whether tlistated by shortages or controlled 
by rapacity, still soar. 


A general tie-up of the railroads and paralysis of transportation 


•—scarcely yet appreciably recovered from the most complete break- 
down in its history—would inflict upon the country a disaster so 
fell that no sane imagiuation cares to pict.uro it.

1917, yet it falls short of being a suf- 
ficient number to fill the Increments 
authorized in the defense bill passed 
by congress last July. The army is 
the land defense of the country, ana 
upon it every clti7.ua relics for the 
protection of his home and property 
and this- being the caae. why not he a 
"BOOSTER" why sit still and settle 
down into a danscovours calm when 
every one knows

needs good soldiers t'jdav more than 
it has for years. 


"Immediate assistance in obtaining 


the men now needed for the regular 
army can be given by any patriotic 
society or association. 


"First—By 
encouraging 
qualified 


men to enlist at once. 


"Second—By giving information to 


the nearest recruiting officer for the 
army as to the names and addresses 
of qualified men who are likeiy to en- 
list. 


Organized 128 Years Ago. 


"The first regiment of infantry was 


organized 128 years ago. The second 
infantry wa-s organized March 3, 1791: 
the third and fourth regiments of in- 
fantry September 4. 1792: the fifth 
and sixth regiments of infantry July 
16, 1798; the seventh infantry May 
17, 1815: the eighth infantry July 5. 
1S3R: the ninth and tenth regiments 
of infantry. 1855; the infantry regi- 
ments 
numbered 
from 
eleven 
to 


twenty-three inclusive, were organ- 
ized in May. J R S I . All these infantry 
regiments as well as those organized 
since the civil war, are organizations 
in which anyone may be proud to 
serve. Nearly all of them now need 
from 200 to 400 additional men. 


"All 
able-bodied male citizens un- 


der 35 years of age who desire to pre- 
pare themselves for the military serv- 
ice in the national defense, and who 
have no one dependent upon them for 
support, may be safely advised to en- 
list at once in the regular army—the 
great military training school of the 
nation and the 
"hack-bone" of the 


first line of land defense. 


"Surely the young men are patriot- 


ic, they inherit that trait from their 
forefathers and. every 
young man 


should be willing nnd glad to give his 
government ono year of his life. 


Composed ot Volunteers.' 


"Those who are Interested In prc- 


pnrc*tnew can render no moro ef- 
fective norvloe. at present, than by us- 
ing their innuendo to recruit the reic- 
tilnr army, to the strength authorized 
by law. Do not overlook tho fact 
that the regular army, as well as a 
volunteer army. Is composed of vol- 
unteers, and that both form a part of 
th^nrmy ot the- United States. The 
regular army is already organized but 
needs additional men now. A \-olun- 
tecr army, in addition to tho regular 
army, can be organized only under 
special authority of congress and is 
not in existence at present. 
Under 


the laws in force the conditions of 
service as to term of enlistment 
and opportunity for return to civil 
and in a voluntary army. 


"The regular soldier serves three 


years with the colors and is then en- 
titled to a furlough to the reserve, 
which relieves him from further ac- 
tive service in time of peace. He is 
! also eligible in timo of peace to Jie 
i furloughed to the reserve after one 
year's service with the colors if he is 
reported by his Immediate commander 
as proficient and sufficiently trained, 
and is serving within tha continental 
limits of tho United States. Thus, un- 
der normal conditions, the maximum 
service with the colors In the regular 
army, at the option of the soldier, is 
three years and the minimum service^ 
with the colors in one' year. Under 
the law, the term of enlistment of the 
"volunteer" is three years, but these 
volunteers will be mustered out in a 
less time if peace is restored or th,e 
menace of war ceases. It is unlikely^ 
that the minimum time of service will 
be less than a year. A man who en- 
lists in the regular army is immediate- 
ly placed in training under competent 
instructors and 
under, officers who 


know how to care for him and how to

Hospital at Beit Naamah is 


Mecca for Fighters of 
Mesopotamian Front. 


Basrah, Mesopotamia, Fob. 10.— 


(Correspondence of Tho Associated 
Press.)—Belt Naamah Is tho Mecca of 
the wounded, sun-scorched officer sent 
down from the Mesopotamian front to 
the base at Basrah. 


Bolt Naamah Is Indeed a pleasant 


place, compared with what the officer 
has been used to at the Mesopotamian 
front There are clean, white beds, 
electric fans, and a broad roof on 
which the convalescents lie beneath 
mosquito netting ana awning and en- 
Joy the cool breeze. 


The hospital stands about twenty 


yards from tho right bank of tho Shat- 
tel-Arab and occupies some two hun- 
dred yards of tho river front. Between 
tho main building and the river Is a 
grove of orange .trees laden with fruit, 
and on tho north side another garden 
produces grapes, pomegranates and 
tigs. 


The main building Is constructed on 


tho oriental plan of courtyards, of 
which there are throe—tho men's, tho 
harem or women's, and tho outhouses 
with the hammam or Turkish bath. 
All are built around square gardens of 
orange trees. 


When it was decided to convert tho 


long-standing Belt Naamah Into a hos- 
pital the nucleus of the staff arrived 
and encamped In the court yard. The 
house was full of Arabs and the women 
were still In tho harem, while tho sani- 
tary conditions and general fllth of the 
place were unmentionable. 
Arabs, 


women, furniture and all were cleared 
out, and everybody turned to the work 
of housecleaning with a will. 


A whole village behind the main 


house had to be cleared away, cess- 
pools forty years old had to be filled 
up, rooms were scrubbed and white- 
washed, water supply, drainage, kitch- 
en and sanitary arrAhgements plan- 
ned and executed, and scores of minor 
matters attended to. Gradually stores 
and appliances were accumulated, and 
In about a month the hospital was 
ready to receive patients. 


Every evening nowadays a. row of 


convalescent officers may be seen on 
the embankment under the orange 
trees, peacefully fishing. 
There Is a 


fine breeze off the river, and the air la 
free from dust. Many avow that here 
Is the only spot In Mesopotamia which 
is really free from dust. 


The chief event of the day's routine 


is the arrival of the steamer, of- 
ficially known as "P-83." When har 
whistle Is heard from beyond the bend, 
everyone who is able to walk rushes 
down to meet her. Always there are a 
few new patients on board, sometimes 
the latest war news, and sometimes 
letters from home. 


As a hospital center, Beit Naamah 


has been the most successful experi- 
ment of its kind' in the east. Eighty 
per cent of its patients have been able 
to return to duty, Instead of having to 
be sent home or to India to recuperate.

"Greed, the kind that nas made the 


United States famous, would prove the 
ruin of this country »n case of war." 
said Mayor William Hosey, Tuesday, 
when discussing the line of talk he ex- 
pects to follow in delivering an address 
on "Utilities," before a mass meeting 
of citizens, in Auburn. Tuesday night. 


Whether the Auburn light plant 


should be publicly owned or privately 
owned with partial public control, is 
the subject which is engaging people 
of Auburn at present and upon which 
Mayor Hosey, who has made a special 
study of municipal utilities, is called 
upon to shed some light. The mayor 
will be accompanied to Auburn by 
John Wessel, jr., of the Fort Wayne 
light department. 


"Greed is the only creed of the stock 


companies which seek control of mu- 
nicipal utilities," Hosey said In dis- 
cussing the subject of "Utilities" in a 
general way. "The corporations which 
seek to borrow money upon the credit 
of the cities they rob and which cap- 
italize every necessity of the citizens, 
knows no patriotism." 


"When the call comes to follow the 


Tag and our brave boys march away 
behind the life and drum these bloated 
Interests will try to boost prices be- 
cause of public needs. They have no 
other spirit than that of making divi- 
dends. 
They are the personification 


of that spirit which declared itself in 
Newcastle aft*r the tornado spread 
wreck and ruin.

One poor trapT^r already has become a mil- 


lionaire and been given a British title because 
he realized the possibilities of engaging in a 
business of this kind, and there are more than 
100 men ene^gwd in lox farming on tho little 
Island today. All of them are making fortunes. 


The fur of the silver fox is tmdisputedly one 


of the most valuable ^elts to be obtained. The 
fur ouyers know TC, and the girls and women 
who wear the furs know it.

Improving Upon Nature. 


»r«HE answer to the old question—can man 
* 
improve to any great extent upon the 


works and methods of Dame Nature—is in tha 
affirmative In at least this one branch of her 
work, a branch which Is directly associated 
with St. Louis and haa gained for St. Louis In- 
ternational recognition as the foremost of the 
world's cities as a component factor In making 
that work a success. 


Botanists and naturalists, of course, will deny 


that man can Improve upon nature, but the 


o«»t proof of the success of an enterprise at 
this kind lies in the length of time It will re- 
sist the problems and discouragements which 
come with time, and the recognition It will re- 
ceive 3t the hands of others. 


Thirty-one years ago, according to MeClure,

ness, Dalton »t last conceived the plan of Im- 
proving upon Nature's - methods of supplying 
valuable fur-bearing foxes, and his plan was 
so successfully copied by other trappers that it 
is at present a millionaire's vocation and he Is 
today Sir Charles Dalton. 


One day, according to the story being handed 


down In Prince Edward, Dalton captured two 
exceptionally splendid types of black silver 
fox, large and with handsome pelts. Believing 
that the then popular fur of the silver fox 
would continue to remain In popularity with tha 
feminine element of the world, he determined to 
start a farm for breeding these animals and 
hoped by cross-breeding to obtain more beau- 
tiful furs than those "which these two rare 
species possessed.

Dalton's prophecy that the fascination of the 
women and girls of the world for the fur of the 
silver fox would not wane, has come true.

The furs 
nre kept In a fireproof strong-room In 
the warehouse, awn; from meddling 
hands. 


"Sir Roger," the male sliver fox ctt'i 


shown In the photograph, was presented 
to tho St. Louis Zoological Society, by 
\Valdemar Eltlngon, a fur buyer of Mos- 
cow, Russia, who bid the fox Jn for $550. 
Sir Roger brought his preference for 
fresh eggs, flsh and meat with him, and 
members of tho society fear that he will 
be compelled to pnt up with the more 
plebeian diet of the other animals at the 
St. Louis Zoo until they can obtain a cor- 
ner on the egg market In the spring. Sir 
Roger's pelt is beautifully marked, and 
Its value If dressed and finished would 
come close to $1200, declared fur deal- 
ers. 


The breeders have established an organization 


known as the Silver Fox Breeders' Association 
of Prince Edward Island for* the purpose of'co- 
operating In bringing their business to a suc- 
cessful termination by the exchange of experi- 
ences and successful methods. The organiza- 
tion is not a trust, according to McClure, for 
the breeders do not flx their prices, but rely 
instead upon the spirited bidding of the fur 
buyers at the auctions In St. Louis for the 
amount of their remuneration. 


These fox farms of Prince Edward are similar 


to the chicken farms which thrive throughout 
Missouri. Science and care Intermingle there 
with experience in an effort to produce a fur 
which will be acknowledged even by naturalists 
to be better than the best of those brought 
forth when Nature alone controlled the industry. 


The island houses more than 100 farms where 


from two to twenty pairs of breeding foxes are 
kept. The proprietors of these farms, who re- 
ceive between J760 and $2500 for a single fur, 
according to its merits, still are intent to pro- 
cure yet better pelts. 


The conditions surrounding the farms are re- 


duced as near as Is possible to the wild state 
of the fox's habitat. 
Tho farms are squatted 


about the Island in spots where undergrowth 
and shrubbery" are thickest, so the animals may 
be given an opportunity to nose about their in- 
closure and not feel that they are In miniature 
St. Helenas. 


Inside the inclosure is a kennel with puzzle 


passages leading into burrows Into the ground 
where the mother may retire to bear her young. 
Silver foxes bear when they are a year old and 
continjc until they are between 6 and 8 years 
old. The annual litter of foxlings is from two 
to eight animals. 


The feeding: of these fox-kittens as they are 


called. Is an Interesting and expensive proposi- 
tion. Indeed, the cost of their upkeep, after 
they have been weaned, rivals with that of tho 
575 a day Astor baby. 


And, as has been said before. It Is the very 


lack of minerals In the soil that makes these 
young gold mines'a paying Investment. Young 
foxes who are bubbling over with vigor and 
spryness love to burrow in the ground, and If 
there Is anything outside of mange that Is more 
Injurious to furs, It Is minerals, and particular- 
ly alkali, which bums the pelt, according to Mc- 
Clure.

breeders at the big International fur sales 


and hea: them discuss prices and talk about 
J1500 like they were that many cents. But sell- 
ing the skins Is the most enjoyable Dart of the 
whole business, and It must not be forgotten 
that the enterprise Is not devoid of expense. 


A good pair of breeding foxes cost almost as 


much as thirty of a litter of less valuable ani- 
mals are worth In furs. A pair of foxes for 
breeding recently brought $25.000 to a lucky 
breeder, so It will be seen that fox raising is 
like golcl mining in many respects, even to the 
part of taking a chance. 


In addition to the cares exercised to Insure 


correct feeding, the point of exercise is not 
overlooked. Besides chasing each other about, 
the foxes are frequently given live rabbits, and 
these they chase until the unfortunate bunny 
either drops from exhaustion or Is captured by 
fox cunning. The rabbit chase greatly resem- 
bles a litter of kittens chasing a mouse which 
their mother has captured and given them and 
which they kill after amusing themselves. 


Virtually every one of the 450 silver fox skins 


sold at the last fur auction In St. Louis came 
from foxes whose ancestry could, in many In- 
stances, he traced back to foxes In the wild 
state 100 years ago, said McClure. 
Nearly all 


of them are descended from the two captured 
thirty-one years ago by Sir Charles Dalton. The 
foxes, therefore, have their best families, oldest 
families and exclusive sets and all that sort of 
thing, just as do humans. The pedigree of 
each foxling is registered as a standard-bred 
class, and the buyer of-every fur is given a 
duplicate of this record. 


Despite the efforts being made to Increase the 


value of the skins, the breeders are not plan- 
ning to attempt to raise the prices, but to in- 
crease their yield, and broaden the market, be- 
lieving that the fur will become oven more 
popular than It is, and the greater demand for 
them at smaller prices will create a greater de- 
mand for them and the increased sales will oft- 
set the decline in prices, said McClure.

After 
the animals have been killed, their skins ar« 
removed and the furs cleansed, dyed and 
dressed. 


Formerly all these pelts were sold through 


the London Fur Exchange, then the greatest 
fur mart of the world. But with the beginning 
of the great war, London found other things t» 
do, and St. Louis wrested this prestige from the 
English city, past the very nose of New Torn, 
who was eager to have the distinction of being 
the greatest fur market of the earth. 


News of the success of the venture on Mine* 


Edward Island penetrated to the western part 
of Canada, and several silver fox farm* have 
been Inaugurated near Dawson City, in Yukon 
Territory. Three farms with about thirty pain 
of breeding foxes already have been started and 
several more are to be begun shortly.
